:HE  BRITISH  TffPlE  M.'iRKET 


Prices  paid  for  ilmerican  apples  at  the  Liverpool  auction 'bf  " 
December  29  continued  to  show  a  decline  from  preceding  weeks  for 
barreled  apples,  while  prices  on  boxed  varieties  were  about  the  same 
as  last  week,  according  to  quotations  cabled  by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the 
Department  of  j\griculture  '  s  fruit  s^  ec  i  a  list  in  Europe.     York  Im- 
perials from  Virginia  topped  the  market  for  barreled  apples  at  $4.33 
to  $5.11  con:pared  v/ith  $5.35  last  week.     Yellow  Newtowns  brought  the 
best  price  am.ong  the  boxed  apples  at  $2.55  to  $2.68,  which  was  about 
the  same  as  last  week. 


All  barreled  apples  were  in  light  supply  at  the  auction  but 
the  demand  was  slow  for  all  varieties  except  Hhode  Island  Greenings 
from  ITew  York,  and  only  moderate  in  that  case.     Supplies  of  boxed 
apples  were  also  for  the  most  part  light  and  the  demand  was  slow  for 
all  varieties. 


The  stocks  of  apples  in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers 
in  England  continue  heavy,  states  Mr.  Sr^ith.     Some  effect  on  the 
British  demand  for  apples  may  be  anticipated  from  the  recent  frost 
damage  to  the  Spanish  orange  cicp.     On  December  24th  and  25th  the 
temperature  fell  to  21'^  to  27°  Fahrenheit.     The  Sioanish  Government 

prices  for  boxed  apples  on  the  Ha^^burg  market  were  somewhat 
higher  than  at  thfe  Liverpool  auction  this  week.     Oregon . Ort leys 
brought  the  highest  price  at  a  range  of  $3.16  to  $3.65.  Barreled 
apples  arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition  brought  prices  ranging 
from  $4.62  to  '-^6.08,  while  fruit  in  generally  poor  condition  with  a 
minimum  color  for  grade  sold  for  only  $3.65  to  $4.62.
